This week or next Mr. Duplessis, 
premier of Quebec, with some of his 
cabinet will come to Ottawa with the 
mayors of several large cities in Que- 
bec, to discuss with the Dominion gov: 
ernment the question of the best meth- 
od of dealing with pressing unemploy- 
ment problems. Mr. Duplessis asked 
for the interview by a teleyram to Mr. 
King. Unfortunately Mr. King, him-

Differences of opinion in regard to 
the administration of aid to munici- 
palities also remain to be settled with 
the Ontario government. The Ontario 
government has asked that the Domin- 
ion’s share in the cost of approved 
municipal projects should take theform 
of direct grants of fixed sums in adva- 
nce of work being carried out. ‘The 
Dominion government does not agree 
to this, The explanation of Mr Rogers 
federal minister of labor, is that the 
principle of a 60 per cent contribution 
to the labor costs of appproved mun- 
icipal improvements is being carried 
out under agreements with other prov- 
inces, and there can be no discrimin- 
ation in any one particular province. 
The Dominion's fifty per cent of labor 
costs, Mr. Rogers says, is available to 
Ontario municipalities up to the total 
of 2 1-2 million dollars. allocated for 
this purpose to the government of Ont. 

The report of the Commission on 
Dominion Provincial relations, under 
the chairmanship ofMr Sirois, will be 
ready for the government and the pub-
